IN IMMIGRATION,

TIMES, July 5.—There was increased 
immigration of over 200,000 persons 
into the United States last year, ac- 
cording to a statement. made public 
by Commissioner of Immigration 
Caminetti today, who said that a total] 
of 1,300,000 foreigners came to the 
United States to make their homes. 
included im this list were close to 
10,000 Japs. While this is not the 
largest number of Japanese ever ad- 
mitted; it is an increase ever last vear. 
Approximately 270,000 Italians 
came to the United States last year. 
Next in number were the Jews, chief- 
ly from Russia, with over 140,000, and 
after them came the Polish immi- 
grants, over 130,000 strong. 
The immigration, botn in the num- 
ber of persons and the number of 
races, is a record breaker. In 1907 
there were 1,285,000 immigrants re- 
ceived, but last year’s G@gures go well 
over that total. 
Two thirds of the newcomers were 
males and one-third females, indi- 
cating that manv came here fer the

ANTIS EXTEND ORGANIZATION 
IN MANY STATES.

National Association Opposed 
to Votes for Women Contend the 
South Is Solid With Them and 
Attenfpt to Amend Federal Can- 
stitution Has Been Proved Futile.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 5.—Contending it has 
been demonstrated during this Con- 
greas that the electorates of States can 
never be controlled by the Federal 
government, the Nationa! Association 
Opposed to Woman Suffrage issued 
today a statement outlining its plans 
for cayrying the fight against woman 
suffrage into the States. The “antis” 
declared that the South was solid 
against votes for women and that 
they had organizations in many West- 
ern States. 

“We now have twenty-one States 
woman suffrage,” 
said the statement. “Of these, 
Minneseta, Montana, Nebraska, North 
Dakota and Nevada have been swung 
into line within the last few month. 
But a more imposing element fs about 
to be ingected into the situation. 

“From the South reports have been 
coming in frequently regarding the 
solid opposition in that section to 
votes for women. A majority of these 
States have signified their desire to 
affiliate with the National Association 
Opposed to Woman Suffrage. 

“Georgia is now In process of or- 
ganizing. we are informed, 
will be next. Virginia and Maryland 
already are thoroughly organized. 
This means that by the early fall ev- 
ery part of the country will be linked 
together In the fight against woman 
suffrage. 

“At present the battle ground ts in 
Nevada, Montana, North and South 
Dakota. These States will vote on 
the question next fall and already the 
suffragists have announced their in- 
tention to devote practically all their 
fighting strength to them.” ‘ 

After mying it purposes to demon- 
strate that woman suffrage is no 
stronger in the West than elsewhere 
and declaring it has proved the fu- 
tility of attempting to give women the 
ballot through an amendment to the 
Federal Constitution, the association 
of “antis” says: 

“We will now address ourselves 
to the establishment of our second 
eontention, which ig that the States 
themselves are opposed to woman suf- 
frage because it would be unwise 
and unfair to put upon.women the

ECAUSE he refused to contribute 
B to the Constitutionalist cause in 
Mexico, A. O. Seijas, a building 
contractor, living at No. 1516 

Thirty-third street, reported to the 
police yesterday that his 5-year-old 
son, Carlos, had disappeared under 
circumstances that indicate a kidnap- 
ing plot to force the father to terms. 

The police and Sheriff's offices 
spread a dragnet last night in hopes 
of finding some trace of the child, 
but up to an early hour this morn- 
ing no clews had been unearthed. 

According to information obtained 
by the detectives, the elder Seijas 
came here a few months ago from 
Douglas to escape the importunities 
of Constitutionalist leaders, who de- 
manded that he should subscribe to 
the revolutionary movement, inas- 
much as he refused to take up arms 
against Huerta. 

Soon after the family took up their 
residence in Los Angeles, emissaries 
of the rebel commanders called upon 
the father and threatened dire ven- 
geance in case their demands were 
not complied with, according to his 
report. 

In the belief that the rebel agents 
might resort to criminal measures to 
mulet him, Seijas sent his child and 
the mother to a fruit ranch near 
Lankershim to remain during the 
surmmer.

WESTLAKE PRESBYTERIAN. 
PATRIOTIOM OF THE BA 

SECONDARY TO THAT WHICH 
STRIKES IMMORALITY. 

“Playing the Men, or the Call of 
Patriotism” was the topic of Dr. R. 
F. Coyle at Westlake Presbyterian 
Church yesterday morning. His text 
was “Be of good courage, and let 
us play the men for our people and 
for the cities of our God.” 

“This was no empty and foolish 
Jingo shout. It was a call to action, 
to danger, to service. Only brave 
men can be patriotic men. Cowards 
cannot be loyal to their—country. Pa- 
triotism when you come to get down 
‘to the heart of it is a lofty kind of 
heroism. The significance of the 
word patriotism is not fully under- 
stood. It needs a new definition. 
Roughly we call it love of country. 
But it is far more than that. 

“No doubt our national hymn is a 
noble sentiment, but it is not neces- 
sarily patriotism. To be really pa- 
trictic is to be loyal to one’s country- 
men and to love one’s fellow-citizens. 
Patriotism is a sentiment, or an af- 
fection, directed toward people and 
not toward things. A man might love 
certain rocks and rills, certain woods 
anc templed hills, and yet spoil and 
oppress and wrong his neighbors and 
employees continually. 

“To have flag days and display «a 
great deal of bunting and sing songs 
about the Stars and Stripes and 
have mu peech-making about our 
inetitutions and liberties is not pa- 
trictism any more than church deco- 
rations and songs and speeches about 
religion are religion itself. It is 
very cheap and very easy to talk 
about love of country, about loyalty 
to the flag, and about entertaining a 
sacred regard for our institutions, 
but much of it is clap-trap, froth- 
talk and political buncombe. No man 
is a patriot who does not love his fel- 
low-countrymen and seek their wel- 
fare and work earnestly to combat 
and destroy the evils that are de- 
stroying them. If he takes advantage 
of them; if he exploits them for gain; 
if he serves himself and promotes his 
own interests at the expense of their 
suffering, he has no more title to be 
called a patriot than a desperado has 
to bec an archangel. 

“What is ‘my country?’ It is not 
rocks and rilis; it is not woods and 
templed hilis; it is not natural re- 
sources, forests and rivers and 
‘My country’ is the people 
lend. Without them it would be 
nothing but a howling wilderness. 
Ané nothing is worthy of being called 
patriotigm that does not seek the 
people's good. To be concerned about 
the conservation of natural resources 
is no doubt a very prudent sort of na- 
tional housekeeping, Dut it is not pa- 
triotism. Wherever there is negiect 
ot people; wherever there is indiffer- 
ence to human interests, wherever 
men are eclipsed bx things and souls 
are sidetracked to give possessions 
the right of way, there is and can be 
no genuine patriotism. 

“On the other hand find men and 
women in the slums or on the ave-

Every man who has eyes 
in his head and brains under his 
hair and a conscience in his breast 
knows that there are more terrible 
foes to be reckoned with today than 
were ever met at Vicksburg, Shiloh or 
Chancellorsville. 

“No enemy that ever struck at the 
flag and threatened the integrity and 
stability and honor of the nation is 
half as much to be dreaded as graft, 
commercial immorality, gambling, un- 
chastity, intemperance, the thousand 
and one religious frauds and fakers 
and psychic humbugs that mutter in 
our cities, They are everywhere, 
sapping and mining, and not by pow- 
der and shot and shell are they to be 
dislodged and disposed of, but only 
by those who are ready to play the 
men on the high and heroic plane of 
moral endeavor.

FIRST CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 
RELIGION HAS BEEN A CONTROLLING 
FACTO 


of the 


R IN THE HISTORY 
OF AMERICA. 

At the First Christian Church yes- 
terday, Rev. Russell F. Thrapp, the 
pastor, preached on “Religion in the 
History of America.” He said: 

“Notice the place religion has had 
in the development of the history of 
North America. When Columbus 
started on his voyage which resulted 
in the discovery of America, he was 
controlled by two desires; the first 
was a desire to find a northwest pas- 
sage to India; the second, to find 
people who might be won to the 
church. He had with him men quall- 
fled to act as missionaries to Moham- 
medans, with whom he expected to 
come in contact in India. 

“All the world knows that the Pil- 
grime and Puritans came to the New 
World for religious reasons. Religion 
with the early settlers of New Eng- 
land was. in fact, the chief concern. 
They were intensely, sometimes ridic- 
ulously, religious. They deserve to be 
called heroes of faith. And the New 
England civilization gave tone and 
character to our civilization in all 
parts of the land. 

“So intensely were our fathers de- 
voted to religion that the church, or 
organized religion, was the state and 
the state was religion. The New 
Haven Colony adopted the Bible as its 
constitution—until something better 
could be found! 

“Not only were the early settlers of 
thie country possessed of profound 
faith in God, in Jesus. and in the 
Bible, but the men who instilled an 
unquenchable love of liberty into the 
minds of the people——the men who 
prepared the minds of the people for 

Revelutionary War — ang the 


men who were the chief actors in that 

war, were men of faith. They were 

not atheists, agnostics, infidels. 
“Someone says, “What about Tom

valuable assistance to 
free institutions?’ 

“All honor to Mr. Paine for his 
valuable services to the cause of hu- 
man freedom in the time of our dire 
distress! But there was never a time 
when Tom Paine was not a believer 
in God. He was a deist—not an 
atheist—when at his worst. And the 
fact ought to be known and published 
in all parts of the land, that when 
Tom Paine used his pen with such 
tremendous power in behalf of liberty 
and progress he wrote as a Ch . 
Hé landed in this country in 1774-—— 
his ‘Age of Reason’ was published in 
1794. His work in behalf of human 
freedom in this land was done at least 
fifteen years before his pen was em- 


Dutch, who were believers; New Jer- 
sey and Pennsylvania were settled by 
Quakers; Maryland was by Ro- 
man Catholics; Virginia was settled by 
Episcopalians; the Carolinas were 
settled by Huguenots; Georgta 
Methodists; Rhode Island by Bap- 
tists and Kentucky by Disciples. 

“Thomas Jefferson, the writer of 
the immortal Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, has been claimed as an in- 
fidel. How he gained this reputation 
can be easily explained. At a very 
early riod he favored the separa- 
tion of the state from the church, 
Churchmen: thought, naturally, that 
he was an enemy of the church. Good 
men thought that the church could 
not live without the support of the 
sta

“As indicating the strong hold that 
religion has on the people of the 
United States, two facts ought to be 
recalled in this place. First, no man 
has ever occupied the office of Presi- 
dent of the United States who has 
been an infidel, agnostic or atheist. 
Second, no man has ever been a jus- 
tice tin the United States Supreme 
Court who has not been a believer in 
God, in Jesus, and in the Bible. And 
it is safe to affirm that no man known 
to be an unbeliever can now be elect- 
ed to office of President of the United 
States. These facts tend to show the 
place and power of religion in our 
country.”

will be among the first to thank us 
for turning their energies into in- 
that will bless the whole 
people, while at the same time, mak- 
ing a living for themselves. 

“The principal 
government is not to punish the 
wrong-doer, but rather to promote 
the well being of its citizens by mak- 
ing it as hard as possible to do wrong, 
and as easy as possible to do right.” 


DR. LOCKE. 
FIRST METHODIST CHURCH. 
PASTOR CALLS UPON EVERY ONE TO 
HELP FIGHT FOR THE DRY ‘ 
AMENDMENTS. 
Dr. Charles Edward Locke preached 
at the First Methodist Church last 


evening on the subject: “Is America 
God's Country? If So, Should It Not 
Be a Dry Nation?’ His text was: 
the people whose God is 
Psalms 144:15. He said 
in part: 


“No matter what may be sald by 
grouchy prognosticators or prophets 
of despair, there are people now of 
advanced years who will live to see 
the United States of America a dry 
nation. The sooner the better. Our 
free people are getting tired of the 
slavery of strong drink. The liquor 
people are sounding a vociferous note 
of alarm and calling upon al) the 
vested interests of the liquor traffic to 
organize a strong defensive campaign. 
A leading liquor paper announces that 
already there are twenty-six States 
that can be depermded upon to adopt 
the prohibition programme and that 
there is much to be feared that the 
eight or ten States which will be 
needed to complete the necessary two- 
thirds to adopt the amendment, wil] 
be forthcoming. 

“For the first time in this long fight 
against strong drink the liquor people 
are frightened. 

“Can California afford to outlaw 
this despicable traffic? We are told 
that if our State should go dry in No- 
vember next it would be ‘exceedingly 
disastrous to the vineyardists of Cali- 
fornia.” That there are 300,000 acres 
of land in this State devoted to grape 
culture; that these vineyards repre- 
sent an investment of $50,000,000, and 
besides giving employment to 70,000 
people, yield an annual revenue of 
about $25,000,000! And this ite the 
only and strongest argument that the 
liquor people can muster in defense 
of a ‘business’ which has been made 
already illegal in many parts of our 
fair State. 

“Every commercial or financial 
consideration and argument falls 
down before the great moral aspects 
of thie traffic. It is one of the most 
monstrous outrages the years that

alcoholic liquors; and to care for the 
pauperism, 75 per cent. of which is 
cha ble to liquor; or to maintain 
State hospitals for the insane, 65 per 
cent. of whom are the victims of 
strong drink. It is estimated that it 
costs $50 per capita upon all the pop- 
ulation of California te meet the 
penses of the State's pauperiam, in- 
sanity and criminality. . 

“And when there-is added to it an 
exhibit of the crimes and immorali- 
ties, of the blasted characters and 
broken homes, of the lives that are 
sacrificed, and of the unhappiness that 
is entailed, and of the broad swathe 


by|which strong drink cuts through so- 


elety like some huge demon with his 
sharp scythe, it is a wonder that a vic- 
timized and outraged populace does 
not arise in bitter indignation, and, 
taking the law in their own hands, 
destroy every brewery and distillery, 
and saloon, as the infuriated French 
patriots tore down the Bastile in Paris 
in the days of the revolution.”

The county in whith-the 
convicts work will give them board 
and lodging and they are to go their 
way without guards or overseers of 
any kind. Profit-sharing with prison- 
ere is not new, and the parole sys- 
tem is by no means novel, but this is 
the first time, we believe, the two 
things have been combined.
